The plane’s armament

» Fuel from the broken lines 
of the 17-ton CF-100 twin jet 
craft spewed across the three- 
story brick structure and fed 
deadly flames. 

Most of the victims were aged 
and bedridden nuns. Others 
were the fighter’s two-man 
crew, a priest and a woman 
cook employed at the home, 
operated by the Grey Nuns of 
the Cross alongside the Ottawa 
river seven miles east of 
Ottawa. 

Report Like Thunderclap. 

“Suddenly there was a noise 
like a thunderclap,” said Sister 
Marie Martrys, one of 22 
nuns who escaped. “The panes 
blew out. The window frames, 
made of wood, splintered, and 
the next second there was fire 
everywhere.” 

Four of the nuns who escaped 
were injured 

Sister Marie Emond, assistant- 
general of the order, said there 
were 35 persons in the convent. 

Eleven nuns, ranging in age 
from .21 to 77, were given up 
as dead. 

The bodies of three nuns and 
the priest had been recovered 
from the smouldering debris 
early today. The Royal Canadian 
Air Force detailed 100 men to 
search for the others. The air- 
men tackled the job of remov- 
ing the rubble largely by hand. 

The Air Force disclosed the 
CF-100 had been ordered up to 
identify a mysterious transport 
from the Arctic on which it had 
not received a flight plan. The 
fighter's crew had ascertained 
the transport was a Royal Can- 
adian Air Force North Star 
bound for Montreal. 

An Air Force spokesman said 
the transport’s flight plan had 
been filed, but that it was de- 
layed because the North Star 
was coming in from the north. 
Communications from that area 
are occasionally difficult. 

The air defense command at 
St. Hubert, Que., is charged 
with keeping track of all planes 
in Canadian skies. It was not 
immediately clear who was re-

BRITISH EXPLOD 
‘ATOM DEUIGE 
OFF AUSTRALIA 


Termed Successful, May 
Be ‘Trigger’ for Later © 
Testing of Hydrogen 
Bomb.

CANBERRA, May 16 ‘AP)— 
Britain exploded an “atomic 
device” today in a test in the 
Monte Bello islands off the 
west coast of Australia. The 
test was termed successful, but 
there was no indication of the 
nature of the device. 

British spokesmen said last 
month the blast would be deton- 
ated on a tower. There have 
been reports it might be a type 
of “trigger” for a hydrogen 
bomb test Britain is expected 
to hold late this year. 

Supply Minister Howard 
Beale announced that an “‘atom- 
ic device was successfully ex- 
ploded” at 1:51 p.m. (10:51 p.m. 
Tuesday, St. Louis time), and 
said “all safety precautions are 
in operation.” He added that 
“scientific records are being 
collected for accurate evalua- 
tion.” 

Third Series. 

The current series of atomic 
tests is the third conducted by 
Britain. The first British atom- 
ic blast was set off in the 
Monte Bellos in 1952. The sec- 
ond test series was carried out 
at the Woomera rocket range 
on the Australian mainland in 
1953. 

An announcement last month 
said the radioactive fallout from | 
the third test would be less 
than occurred in the 1952 ex- 
plosion. 

Reports from the explosion 
area said the blast sent an 
atomic cloud soaring high into 
the air and prevailing winds 
swept it out over the Indian | 
ocean, away from the mainland. 

Reporters at the town of On- 
slow, 80 miles from the explo- 
sion site, said the blast gave off 
a bright flash followed by a 
mushroom-shaped cloud. The 
rapidly swelling cloud took the 
shape of a woman's head, they 
reported, and vapor trails from 
jet planes roaring in to investi- 
gate the cloud became visible. 

Slight Vibration. 

Seven minutes after the re- 
porters saw the flash, they said 
a thunderous rumble rolled in 
across the ocean, causing a 
slight vibration in Onslow. Fif- 
teen minutes later the cloud 
had drifted into a giant “Z” 
formation extending from the

Police work has been James 
F. Thompson's meat and drink 
for 31 years. Good days have 
come his way, and there have 
been bad days. Some assign- 
ments have been enjoyable, oth- 
ers disagreeable. But he has 
tackled them all with vigor, in- 
cluding an unpleasant assign- 
ment last year to investigate 
some of his co-workers. 


Lt. Col. Thompson was not 
too enthusiastic Monday when 
he was called before the Board 
of Police Commissioners and 
notified he was to be the new 
inspector of police, succeeding 
the disabled George Parker. He 
fully realized the job was not 
the most popular in the depart- 
ment. However, he readily ac- 
cepted it. 


“This is not the kind of job

have issued amnesty pleas — 
‘All is forgiven and forgotten, 
come back’,” said G. van 
Heuven Goedhart. “The results 
have been so thin you might as 
well ignore it.” 

Goedhart said there is now no 
hope for resettlement of about 
80 per cent of the 65,000 per- 
sons who escaped from behind 
the Iron Curtain and who now 


are in 180 camps in 4 coun- 
tries of Western Europe. The 
countries are Germany, Aus- 
tria, Italy, and Greece. 

The high commissioner held 


a press conference at the United 


Nations information office here 
yesterday. He is on his way 
back to Geneva by way of New 
York after a double mission 
of canvassing Latin American 
countries for further resettle- 
ment possibilities for the 20 per 
cent who would be accepted as 
immigrants; and seeking contri- 
butions from governments and 
other sources to integrate the 
remaining 80 per cent into the 
countries where they now are. 


Goedhart said he was happy 
to report that at lunch yester- 
day, George Meany, president 
of the AFL-CIO had presented 
him with a check for $2000 as a 
token of interest in this integra- 
tion work.

Recently freed, at long last, 
of Russian occupation troops, 
Austria has become in recent 
months a principal funnel of 
Iron Curtain refugees into the 
free world.

Public Power Spokes- 
men Tell Appeals 
Court Case Should 
Be Sent Back to FPC. 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP) 

Public power spokesmen 
asked the Court of Appeals yes- 
terday to cancel Idaho Power 
Co.'s license for three Snake 
river dams and send the case 
back to the Federal Power 
Commission in a “strait-jacket.” 

The court, which heard at- 
torneys for the commission and 
the Idaho Power Co. defend the 
license, took the case under ad- 
visement. 

Evelyn Cooper, attorney for 
the National Hell's Canyon 
Association and other public 
power groups, told a three-judge 
court the commission's decision 
was “so shot through with 
error’ that a simple remand 
would not be sufficient to cor- 
rect it 

“If the remand were to put 
the commission into a strait- 
jacket regarding its interpreta- 
tio? of the Federal Power 
Act), then the remand might do 
some good,” she said. 

Otherwise, she told the court, 
the only recourse would be “‘to 
start all over again.” 

John C. Mason, FPC counsel, 
told the court the commission 
“acted properly and within its 
discretion.’ 

Hie said the decision “gave 
full consideration to all bene- 
fits” of the three-dam plan of 
Idaho Power and the high sin- 
gle dam which public power ad- 
vocates wish to have built by 
the Federal Government. 

Mason said the major advan- 
tage of the high dam proposal 
was its added storage for flood 
control He said the commis- 
sion decided that this did not 
justify the additional $200,- 
000,000 cost of the high dam. 

Further, he said, there are al-

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age may be developed on the 
Clearwater river

The Soviet Military Cut 

It would be foolish and naive to slash forth- 
with the American military, establishment on the 
strength of Moscow's announcement of a forth- 
coming cut of 1,200,000 in the number of Soviet 
men under arms. 

The Soviet move may come from a sincere de- 
sire to contribute to mutual world disarmament. 
Or it may grow out of a plan to take men from 
the armed forces and to place them in defense 
production, industry or construction, meantime 
remaining in military reserve units. Since we 
cannot be sure at this time as to the true purpose 
of the Kremlin, the only safe course is not to let 
our guard down. 

But if it would be foolish to accept,the an- 
nouncement without double checking, it would 
also be a mistake to dismiss it as meaningless. 
We can mafmtain a reasonable skepticism and 
at the same time welcome it in the hope that it 
will lead to something more tangible and more 
measurable in the future. 

Secretary of State Dulles gave the news a 
qualified welcome. First he expressed the view 
that the cutback in manpower under arms would 
not appreciably weaken Soviet capabilities mili- 
tarily. Then he said that the Russians were at- 
tempting to reap propaganda benefits from man- 
power adjustments required by internal eco- 
nomic conditions. 

The stock market, always looking for an ex- 
cuse to react, sold off sharply, apparently on 
the assumption that the new poli¢y in Moscow 
might bring about a cut in American defense 
spending. In the long run such a specniation 
might well be sound. Certainly it would be borne 
out if the new announcement opened the way 
for intensive efforts to achieve an adequate in- 
spection system. 

Although Secretary Dulles finds a probable 
explanation in Russia's internal situation, it also 
is possible that the Soviets are responding to the 
military cuts that have been made by the United 


States. The Kremlin says it cut 640,000 last year. ~ 


Add that number to the 1,200,000 cut now re- 
ported and the figure approaches 2,000,000. This 
comports somewhat with our own cuts and to 
similar reductions made by the British and 
French since the anxious days of tension over 
Korea. 

American armed forces reached a peak of 
3.700.000 men in the summer of 1952, having 
gone up from 1,500,000 following the Communist 
aggression in Korea. By the time the Eisenhower 
Administration came into office an informal 
cease fire was in effect, and in mid-1953 a truce 
was signed. The Administration since then has 
steadily reduced armed personne! until today it 
stands at 2,814,000, or a cut of 24 per cent from 
the 1952 peak. 


Just at the moment, American military spend- 
ing is going up, not down. The House has just 
approved defense appropriations of 33.6 billion 
dollars, an increase of 1.7 billion over last year 
—a sum which will permit expansion of the 
armed forces by June 1957 to 2,865,200. The Ad- 
ministration’s foreign aid bill would more than 
double next year’s funds for military outlays 
abroad. 


This situation tends to give the Russians an 
advantage in the contest for the favor of the 
uncommitted peoples of Southeast: Asia and 
elsewhere on whom the outcome of the Cold 
War depends. The Kremlin’s propagandists 
claim to be cutting while the United States 
builds ‘up. But any time the Soviets really want 
disarmament they can. bring it nearer by long 
strides through joining the United States and 
other democratic nations in a fool-proof arms 
inspection program which will protect Commu- 
nist and non-Communist peoples alike.

79,000 more high school graduates a year, 14,000 
more college graduates, Its failure to have them 
is impairing our national security. Why, then, 
does the United States continue to lack these 
thousands of trained Americans? 

Prejudice. Specifically, race prejudice. For 
these potential high school and college gradu- 
ates are Negroes. Their race, making up roughly 
a tenth of the population, is “the single most 
underdeveloped human resource in the country.” 

That is the conclusion of one of a series of 
studies in wasted manpower inaugurated at Co- 
lumbia by Dwight D. Eisenhower when he was 
president of the university. Only last week 
James Reston, chief Washington correspondent 
of The New York Times, reported how serious 
is the lag. 

Similar warning has come from a study by the 
Senate-House Atomic Energy Committee's sub- 
committee on research and development. Its 
chairman, Representative Melvin Price of East 
St. Louis, says a “cold war of the classrooms” 
has become “the major threat to America’s 
survival” and the United States is falling behind 
in this “battle pf brainpower” with Russia. 

The wastage of Negro abilities is a great hu- 
man tragedy. It is a national Pearl Harbor mag- 
nified many times, a disaster not the less ap- 
palling but the more so for being self-inflicted. 

Race prejudice has become a national calami- 
ty. In a world where ignorance is daily more 
darmgerous, and training more essential to the 
security of all, we dare not continue letting a 
tenth of Americans go to waste.

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Question for Mr. Nixon 

Senate investigators are resuming their in- 
quiry into the Washington affairs of Murray M. 
Chotiner, who was Vice President Nixon's cam- 
paign manager. They are especially interested in 
the fact that a convicted jury-tamperer got Mr. 
Chotiner four clients who were involved in cases 
with the Government. 

And there we have said it again. Mr. Chotiner 
was Mr. Nixon's campaign manager. Is this 
“guilt by association"? Mr. Nixon's defenders 
are asking. Mr. Chotiner managed the Nixon 
campaigns, of course, but he also managed cam- 
paigns for Earl Warren, now Chief Justice, and 
others. Why pick on Mr. Nixon? 

The answer is plain and the Nixon ranks sure- 
ly know it. By taking a high moral position on 
“influence” cases in one party and keeping re- 
markably silent on a similar case closer to 
home, the knight-errant of 1951 has assumed the 
position of a sitting duck. 


For example, in 1951 William M. Boyle denied 
that he had used his influence with the Demo- 
cratic National Committee to introduce private 
clients to the RFC. Senator Nixon said then: 
“The very fact that the introduction comes from 
the National Committee . constitutes in- 
fluence.” 

That same year Senator Nixon was highly 
dissatisfied with the Boyle investigation and 
said: “This inquiry has too many loose ends to 
call it closed, and I think we'll have to resume 
hearings.” bhi 

The statements which Senator Nixon made 
then are exactly applicable to the Chotiner case 
today. For Mr. Chotiner also stands high in his 


party's leadership and also arranged contacts 
(through White House assistants) for private 
clients with a federal agency. Does that very 
fact constitute influence? Does this inquiry have 
too many loose ends? Vice President Nixon does 
not say. It takes no great sense of public ethics 
to recognize that influence peddling would be 
just as bad in Republican as in Democratic 
ranks. The Crusade which Senator Nixon helped 
to lead needs to be brought up to date, and Vice 
President Nixon is just the man to do it. 
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A Committee to Continue 

The Citizens’ Charter Committee ought to be 
kept alive. While the Citizens have .won s& 

battle, and a major one at that, the war is still 
not over. Last week's election of the 13 uncom- 
mitted freeholders supported by the committee 
and Mayor Tucker is only the first step toward 
a Charter permitting sound and efficient munic- 
ipal government in St. Louis. 

Two important hurdles remain to be cleared. 
First is the-revision or rewriting of fge Charter, 
whichever the freeholders deem advisable. Sec- 
ond is the task of conducting an educational cam- 
paign which will lead to the adoption of a new, 
modern and efficient Charter. Assuming that 
the freeholders do an outstanding job, as we 
may expect, still everything will be lost if the 
Charter is not adopted at the polls. 

Why disband the Citizens’ organization? Why 
not keep it in being until the Charter is finally 
approved? A method certainly could be worked 
out to sustain interest in freeholders’ delibera- 
tions, and to provide a sense of participation for 
each of the several hundred persons on the 
Citizens’ Committee. 

The job of revising or rewriting the Charter 
promises to be a complicated business. The 
more people who understand exactly what the 
freeholders are doing and why, the better. 
Knowledge is the one best weapon to defeat 
half-truths, innuendo and falsehood. These 
were all emploved against the proposed Charter 
that was defeated in 1950, and they may be 
used again. 

The Citizens’ Committee ought to take a 
close, continuing interest in:what the freehold- 
ers do. Perhaps the Citizens might create one 
or several subcommittees to observe the free- 
holder deliberations in detail, as the League 
of Women Voters did last time. Then, through 
the medium of a news letter, everyone on the 
committee could be exposed to the knowledge 
that will be essential when it comes time.to take 
the Charter to the people. 

A large, well-organized and informed group 
of citizens with a sustaining interest in the 
Charter—a committee in which everyone enjoys 
a sense of participating in an effort for the pub- 
lic good—would give the freeholders the back- 
ing and assurance they are going to need 
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A Shropshire Hen 

There's a hen in Hickory, N.C., which, if we 
were fond of mixing our metaphors, we would 
sav is a lone wolf. It refuses to associate with 
the other hens in the barnyard. It 
shelled corn. It shuns the henhouse as many 
people shun modern architecture. Apparently 
working on the thesis the poet A. E. Housman 
extolled when he wrote that one should “pre- 
pare for ill and not for good,” this hen lives in 
the doghouse. Eventually, that philosophic fowl 
seems to be saying, we may all wind up in the 
doghouse, t0 why not start there? 

The more we think of it, the surer we are 
that Housman would have liked that Carolina 
chicken. If not corn, what does the Hickory hen 
subsist of? Exactly what one would expect of a 
student of the melancholy poet who averred 
that “malt does more than Milton can to justify 
God's ways to man.” Beer. Only the hen in the 
doghouse, an individualist to the last, goes Mr. 
Housman one better, and takes its beer with 
salted peanuts. 
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How the President Could Help 


Until a relatively short time ago the Eisen- 
hower Administration was under criticism for 
foot-dragging on school aid. Instead of prodding 
a Republican Congress to action at the very out- 
set of his term of office, the President an 
nounced the program of state education confer- 
ences which finally culminated in the White 
House gathering. Most school authorities held 
this a waste of time since they needed no con- 
ferences to enlighten them on the shortage of 
classrooms and of teachers. Some teachers be- 
came rather bitter over the irrecoverable time 
lost by pupils for whom there are no adequate 
school facilities. 


But now blame is being shifted to the Demo- 
crats. After the White House Conference, the 
Administration did urge Congress to vote school- 
building funds. But the legislation has been held 
up in the House Rules Committee for fear it 
might be lost in a floor fight on the amendment 
proposed by Representative Adam C. Powell, 
New York Democrat. This would withhold fed- 
eral funds from school districts not complying 
with the Supreme Court's desegregation ruling. 

The risk is real, but some of the Republican 
strategists in the House are quietly supporting 
the Powell amendment for that very reason. The 
motive is plain enough: these Republicans would 
be only too happy in a campaign year to hold 
Northern Democratic desegregationists and 
Southern Democratic segregationists responsi- 
ble for the failure to vote school funds. 

There is nothing edifying about this way of 
giving politics priority over education. We be- 
lieve that the Powell amendment is out of order 
The desperate need for school buildings should 
not be tied up with the segregation controversy 
Each problem should be met on its merits. And 
President Eisenhower might do well to call in 
congressional leaders of both parties to tell them 
just that. He might well use his prestige to 
break this political log-jam for the sake of the 
school children of the United States. 
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If Senator Bible Retires 

Colleagues of Senator Alan Bible of Nevada 
are urging him to reconsider his decision to 
withdraw from the Senate. as he has announced 
that he will do at the end of his present term, 
next January. Well they might. As of now the 
prospect is that Senator Bible's successor as the 
Democratic senatorial nominee from Nevada 
will be Julien G. Sourwine. 

Mr. Sourwine is the protege of the late Sena- 
tor Pat McCarran and a MeCarthyite in both 
outlook and artivity. It was Mr. Sourwine who 
was counsel! for the Eastland subcommittee on 
internal security which sought to identify The 
New York Times with Communist infiltration 
and plotting. In the best witch-hunting style he 
tried to link that great American newspaper 
with jqirnalistic activity by Communists and 
fellow travelers. The effort was a complete 
failure, but it was tried nonetheless. 

If Senator Bible decides to run, again th 
Sourwine candidacy will probably disappear in 
thin alr and that is one very sound reason to 
hope that Nevada's junior Senator will make up 
his mind that he wants to stay in the Senate.

The coming campaign between Mr.

Mr. Tydings and Mr. Butler have met 
before. That was in the senatorial cam- 
paign of 1950. Mr. 
Tydings deliberate- 
ly refrained from 
seeking nomination 
four years ago, pre- 
ferring to wait for 
a return engage- 
ment with the man 
who had defeated 
him. 

We may be sure 
that the occasion of 
their previous meet- 
ing, the 1950 cam- Milesd E. Tydings 
paign, will be recalled frequently in the 
months to come. Before this happens 
we make bold to offer a suggestion to 
each of the candidates. 


As for Mr. Tydings there will be a 
strong temptation to make this a cam- 
paign of revenge. For six long years he 
has been reflecting on the causes of 
his defeat in 1950. He would be less 
than human if he did not look upon 
the coming campaign as an opportunity 
to correct a grievous personal wrong. 


In so far as .that campaign reflected’ 


on his loyalty and otherwise distorted 
the truth about his actions in office, he 
is certainly entitled to. do so. But he 
will make a mistake if he supposes that 
Mr. Tyding’s personal satisfaction in 
getting at the man who defeated him 
is more than a secondary matter to the 
voting public.

In the past half century our cartoon 
symbols have been in a state of flux. 
Under the prod of science we have been 
forced to discard treasured and hard 
won symbols—symbols which are in- 
stantly recognizable to readers of Ccar- 
toons. 

Where now is the cartoon symbol for 
great wealth, for plutocracy? Some 
years ago, the nabobs, the robber bar- 
ons, the vested financial interests were 
portrayed as porcine individuals, silk 
hatted, bulb nosed, wing collared, 
sphere bellied. They wore dollar signed 
vests around their uninhibited equa- 
tors, and watch chains thick enough to 
secure an anchor swung around their 
fourth buttons. 

How now, in these heydays of science, 
can one depict unseemly affluence? A 
mere quarter of a century ago, it was 
easy: A silk hat, a fur collared coat, a 
gold headed cane, and you had a de- 
monstrably rich man. Today's Croesus 
wears a homburg (‘no fur collar, no 
cane) for which he may have paid $200 
but which, for cartoon purposes, looks 
not a bit different from the $10 hom- 
burg affected by the honest laboring 
man on lodge nights. 

What has science given us to replace 
that clearly comprehensible symbol for 
irresistible power, the mighty jugger- 
naut, and its smaller brother, the sim-

pler but still pictorially effective steam 
roller? It has given us the atom. But 
what does an atom look like? 

No longer does the convict wear a 
horizontally striped garment. The so- 
ciologists have seen to that. No more 
is the tough guy characterized by the 
broken nose and the beetling brow; not 
since plastic surgeons have moved in. 

Once, unbridled rapacity was repre- 
sented by a well fatted, unmannerly hog 
atatrough. But scientists aren't breed- 
ing pigs for fat anymore. Pork chops 
are becoming leaner, like the outlook 
for editorial cartoonists. 


It takes little extrapolation to per- 
ceive the end result. Except for a few 
obdurate Amishmen, chin whiskers are 
relics of the past. Why, then, should 
Uncle Sam, the up to date, world lead- 
ing Uncle Sam, still sport that little 
goatee? And as for those striped pants 
with the strap under the arch, that out- 
rageous beaver hat, that ludicrous 1820 
tailcoat—uh! 

The future Uncle Sam—the Uncle 
Sam given the seal of approval by sci- 
ence—will be a balding gentleman with 
horn rimmed glasses, wearing a labora- 
tory smock upon which is imprinted an 
arcane equation. Come to think of it, 
Uncle Sam would resemble, of all peo- 
pie. - Pengo me This should certainly 
eave the scientists happy.

TWO AND THREE MAKE ONE: THE STORY OF 4 
FAMILY, by Winifred Woodley. (Crown (47 
pos., $2.75.) 
How often it has been said: “Why 

don't we hear about healthy, normal 


families? It is always the stories of 
divorce and tragedy that make the 
headlines.” Well, here is one answer. 


And because this is an authentic jour- 
nal relating the trials and rough pas- 


«Sagas of married life as well as the 


happy, satisfying moments, it is under- 
standably written under a pseudonym. 

Winifred Woodley, whoever she is, is 
a delightful raconteur, a thoroughly 
normal person, with a healthy and un- 
flagging sense of humor. She is the 
object of her own quips along with the 
rest of her family and friends. . It is 
that honest appraisal of her own abili- 
ties, ambitions and shortcomings which 
makes this book completely convincing. 

“Two and Three Make One” is a 
casual journal written without thought 
of publication, describing the unfolding 
years of a growing family. Winifred 
and Hugh meet at the end of the First 
World War and the close of the book 
sees their elder son in his Air Force 
uniform safely home after his service 
abroad in the Second World War. But 
the story is centered chiefly about the 
early years of this son and his sister 
and brother, and the mother who is an 
intellectual with ambitions for a per- 
sonal career. 

When Winifred starts her married 
life she has high hopes for herself, but 
the realities of living soon stare her 
in the face and she is forced to make 
decisive choices. It is in the way she 
handles the problems which face her 
that the interest lies.

What puts the imprint of success up- 
on this marriage and Winifred’s position 
as a mother is her perception of the 
true values that are essential for mak- 
ing a home. She is convinced that a 
mother should be available in the home 
when her children are there, not ob- 
trusively making a point of reading to 
them or playing with them, but just 
being there, and being aware, herself, 
of what goes on. Perhaps not too excit- 
ing or flattering these apparently 
meaningle§s hours if taken out of their 
context of time, yet they add up to a 
remarkably successful life, lived in a 
stormy period when the divorce rate 
shot up and children were set adrift 
from their parents. 


Quite typically of this period, Wini- 
fred started out with a jewel, that 
indispensable, incomparable member of 
the household who cooked and cleaned 
and cared for the family. Before her 
children were grown, Winifred was 
doing all these things herself, as well 
as being a wife, mother and a free 
lance writer—still the intellectual but 
a less rebellious one. 

For one who has lived through these 
years this book will have a nostalgic 
flavor of a personal “only yesterday” 
revealing story of a family of moderate 
means and position, itself a part of a 
changing society in Westchester county, 
that lively community which is sand- 
wiched between metropolitan New York 
and the rolling hills of Connecticut.

PRAVDA FAILS SOVIE 
STEP TOWARD PEACE’ 


But Adds Russia Can De- 
fend Self Despite Armed 
Forces Cut. 


LONDON, May 16 ‘(AP)— 
Pravda said today that the So- 
viet Unions plan-to cut its 


armed forces Is a practical step 
toward peace, The Communist 
party newspaper added. how- 
ever, that Russia has a “number 
of means” with which to défend 
itself 

A Pravda editorial broadcast 
by the Moscow radio said Rus- 
sias plan to demobilize. 1,200.- 
000 in the next year was a 
striving toward implementation 
of the United Nations disarma- 
ment program. 


“Until now no decision has 
been taken which would put 
this problem on a practical 
basis,” the paper asserted. For 
this it blamed the western 
powers, saying they “prefer to 
carry out endless discussions 
on disarmament while at the 
same time continuing to 
tensify the arms race still fur- 
ther.” 


Pravda said the Soviet de- 
cision had caused “alarm and 
confusion in the camp of the 


opponents of disarmament.’ 

In what seemed to be a ref- 
erence to Russia's nuclear war- 
fare potential, Pravda added 
The Soviet decision was based 
on the fact that forces of peace 
are today much stronger and 
better organized and have a 
number of means at their dis- 
posal in order to fullv rebuff 
any attempts at violating 
peace.” 

Russia's decision to cut its 
armed forces “‘sounds like the 
pealing of the bells of peace.” 
the Peiping radio quoted the 
Chinese newspaper Kwang Ming 
as Saying. 

There was no word that Com- 
munist China intends to reduce 
iis own armed forces 

Kwang Ming accused the 
United States of failing to cut 


its forces in the last 10 years, 
ignoring reduction of Ameri- 
can armed strength from 12.-

First, Communism does not 
place any value on the fndi- 
vidual person. Marx said that 
a person has value only inas- 
much as he belongs to a revo- 
lutionary class. One-fifth of the

duced by slave-labor. 


Second, the philosophy of 
Communism is geared to world- 
revolution, with tactical with- 
drawals here and there along

Malenkov, during his brief 
hour as dictator, promised con- 
sumer-goods to the people who 
could not consume armaments 
and dams and atomic bomb 
plants. Such a policy was con- 
trary to Communism and to the 
reiterated propaganda from 
Lenin on, to the effect that 
the Soviets were encircled by 
capitalist enemies bent on their 
destruction.

HEAVY INDUSTRY contin- 
ues to increase, but the per- 
sonal supplies of the people 
still remain below what they 
were before Communism. 

On the heavy side, according 
to Soviet figures, the Commu- 
nist regime is producing, at the 
present time, 11 times more 
coal, six times more crude 
petroleum, and 10 times more 
steel than it did a little over 
25 years ago. All well and good 
for a regime which is based on 
the primacy of the state over 
the person; but how about the 
person who has nothing what- 
ever to say about the state 
regime? 

Russia is a cold country and 
wool is important for the 
warmth of the people, and yet 
the wool produced per person 
is only about one and one-half 
yards per year. If it takes five 
yards to make a suit for Malen- 
kov to appear well clad in Eng- 
land——and that is low—that 
means that four people for one 
vear had to go without wool. In 
the visit of, Bulganin and 
Khrushchev to England, if each 
of them took two pairs of shoes, 
it means that one person has 
to go without shoes-for a year. 
The United States produces 
three pairs of shoes for every 
person; the Soviet production is 
less than one-half that amount. 


While the output of elec- 
tricity is increased in the Soviet 
Union, the amount of living 
space in cities has decreased a 
The housing space per 
head in urban building in 1923 
was about 71 square feet per 
person; in 1939 it fell to 42 
square feet, and a few years 
ago to 41 square feet 


It might be interesting to 
compare the prisoners of the 
Soviet: Union — meaning the 
citizens who live under tyranny, 
and the prisoners in the United 
States who were convicted of 
crime. It is a federal law that 
every prisoner must have 60 
square feet. But why compare 
these figures? The problem in 
democratic countries is to in- 
crease the convenience and the 


joy of living; in Russia, it is to 


prepare for war.

ONE THING you can be a little more aware of than 
are many parents is the matter of temperature control. As 
you know, many adults tend to wake in the night, even from 
a rather sound sleep, if the room suddenly becomes too cold. 
Babies and pre-schoolers too are affected by temperature 
changes and might sleep better if the temperature could be 
better controlled than it often is. Also, since many of them 
‘kick off all the covers, it is important to be sure to dress , 
them warmly. 

Once they are awake, food is usually the most effec- 
tive means of calming them down and getting them back to 
sleep. A bottle, crackers, a bit of dried fruit may do the 
trick. Some will quiet and stay quiet if a favorite toy 
is available. A soft light may help, though most young chil- 
dren seem to see in the dark. If they play without calling 
you, it is best not to go to them. After they fall back to 
sleep it may be important to check to see that they are cov- 
ered. But if the temperature is regulated and they are 
dressed warmly without the need of blankets they do not 
need to be checked.

“personal and unofficial” com- 
munication from Assemblyman 
James C. Thomas of New York 
state. He inclosed his answer 
to a letter sent to every one 
of our congressional legisla- 
tors from the state of South 
Carolina and gave me permis- 
sion to use his answer. This 
I am happy to do. 

The communication concerns 
a joint resolution passed Feb. 
14, 1956, by the legislature of 
South Carolina. The resolution 
condemns the alleged usurpa- 
tion and encroachment on the 
reserve powers of the states 
by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. It calls upon 
the states and Congress to 
prevent this and: other en- 
croachments by the Federal 
Government. 

The gist of the statement 
seems to be that the interpre- 
tation of the United States Con- 
stitution always must remain 
the same and that, in no case, 
must it change with the chang- 
ing world.
